The power wielded by the 
united corporations constrolling tucli 
a mighty force and poasetsing anch an 
enormous revenue will swm reniler 
them well nigh independont of laws 
and ol tho men who are suppo*ad to 
make them. 

The rapidity with which new lines 
aro being (instructed, especially in 
tlie West, is astonishing. During the 
tirst nix monlhsofthis year over 5, 
000 miles of track have been laid in 
the United Stttes, and it is estimated 
that more than that number uf miles 
ill bn completed in the other «ix 
months, so thattho tolal constraclion 
for the yi>ar will not* fall miicli s((Ort 
of ll,u6o miles. La/st year it was 0, 
358 miles. Therein an now four 
through lines between Chicago and 
Denver, aU meat oomplete in their ap- 
poiolmant*- and magnifioant high- 
way* in every renpeot No fanlt eta 
be . found on that acore. But one 
would natnally expect, that so much 
competition would produce low rales aa 
well na luxuriont accommodations. Yet 
it does not. The new lino is no sooner 
ready for hnsinest than it enters 
the •)ld combination, or "pool," to 
keep the rates up to a point of evtnr- 
tion, almost, and divide the prucoedt 
among themselveai A meetiiiK ofthe 
managers of theto line* wat held h»ta 
ill Denver only a few dayt tluce ta 
adjntt the detailt ol thit divition. 
But what ever theab roads do they 
can be no more arbitrary and ni^utt 
combintiion than that now exitting 
among the eastern tmnk lines, which 
is so rigid that|lhe asual concessions (or 
cxcnrtion parties, etc.,are not allowed. 
The once liberal and progiessive 
Pennsylvania road is a moving spirit 
in this pool with V'auderbilt and 
(iould. When Tom Scott was at tbe 
helm this company had some respect 
(or puiilic sentiment and the rights of 
its patrons. Under the ptetant mtn- 
agoment it ia conducted on tha hog 
plan, and both pablio opinion and 
publio intereatt are wholly ignored. 
But I have written enoogh tljaQl rail- 
roadt for the pretont, though not half 
as mnch as might be vritlcn. On tho 
way onl here [ met a commercial 
traveler who ia something of a wag 
and thns related thtfexperienoeofhim 
self and companion on the way wostov 
er the Baltimore and Ohio, They were 
the sole occupants of the smoking oar 
and tried to converse, bat the road 
was so rongh they were pitohsd from 
side to tide like a thip't patiiengert.

Denver hu changed or inproved 
wonderfolly iu tbe tour year* tince 
my last visit here. From the bust- 
ling little town of perhaps 80,000 in 
habitants at that time it hat grown 
into a city of uearly double that nntn 
ber, while fin* publio buildings and 
oottly priyatet residences have gone 
np ou every stieet. It it truly a me 
tropolit.correspondini! in importance to 
New York in the i^st and comparing 
in beauty with the bett oities of any 
aeollon. Tbe numerona millionairea 
who have "atmok it rich" in Lead- 
villt and elsewhere during tbe last 
few y,eani have oontributed much to 
improve thia oity for tliey naariy all 
oome ben to live.
